hotel vowing vengeance against the rail­ 
road company. 
H e even had the hotel 
clerk pay for a telegram to Chicago in­ 
quiring at the depot there as to where 
the trunks bearing certain 
numbered, 
ohecks had been nentto. The reply came 
book that t h e y would 
look the m a t t e r 
up, and pending the information 
t h e 
new gnest had a royal good time at the 
hotel. 
In a few days he disappeared, 
and it then dawned upon the hotel m e n 
that they had been neatly swindled by 
the means of t w o baggage cheoks which 
evidently had b e e n ' stolen at some time 
in Chicago or ajpewhore. 


Another 
favorite 
trlok to defraud a 
hotel Is done'by means of a confederate. 
One m a n will go to a first class 
house 
and secure a good room. About the sec­ 
ond day he w i l l ' be in the offloe, and ] G 
while there tbe'hotel olerk will receive Q 
a telephone message purporting to come 
from a well known store asking if Mr. 
So-and-so desires the goods he ordered 
sent u p to the hotel. T h e clerk w i l l nat­ 
urally ask the gnest the question, and 
he w i l l reply that he desires the goods 
sent up. When the package arrives, there 
is always $10 to $36 to be paid. 
T^he 
hotel m a n Is requested by the guest to 
" s e t t l e the amount and charge It u p in 
my 
b i l l " 
It does not pay to offend 
a 
guest 
whose 
appearance 
indicates 
wealth, so the money is hande'd out in 
paymeart. 
The guest now disappears, 
and his trunk is found to be a cheap 
one a n d generally full of paper, w h i l e 
the package which has been paid for 
by She hotel people Is also worthless. 


Bogus telegrams amd letterheads are 
frequently used by " d e a d b e a t s " in or. 
der to secure a little ready cash u n t i l 
m y money 
a r r i v e s , " and very often 
the scheme wbrks all right, for a hotel 
olerk is always 
afraid 
of offending a 
guest in these matters, for should he 
mistrust an honest m a n he will 
injure 
the hotel's reputation. 
While most ho­ 
tels m a k e it a rale not to cash drafts or 
checks or loan money, still very often 
the " d e a d b e a t " will mako them breakit. 


A scheme which has recently' been 
worked all over the country was for the 
' d e a d b e a t " to send by express a pack­ 
age to a hotel in another eity. It would 
be heavily sealed and marked, " V a l u e 
$ 8 0 0 , " and the hotel man, thinking 
that it oontained jewelry intended for 
guest soon to arrive, would put it in 
the safe. 
In a few days the " d e a d b e a t " 
would tarn u p at the hotel, register and 
inquire if a package had arrived for 
him. 
H e would be told that it w a s in 
the safe, a n d he would tell them it oon­ 
tained watches and valuables. The same 
night a loan of $80 would be asked for, 
and t h e hotel m a s , remembering the 
valuable package in- the safe, would in 
nine cases out of ten hand out the coin. 
The guest would disappear, and when 
the paakasj* w a s opened it was found to 
be of n o value. 


As all accounts in hotels are rendered 
weekly it is impossible for dishonest 
persons to obtain free living for longer 
than a week, for they w i l l be xequested 
to p a y or vacate. 


A m a n and his wife, by placing a sup­ 
posed jewel case in a hotel safe, m a n ­ 
aged, some time ago, to secure over six 
weeks' living in a well known hotel in 
this oity. 
T h e landlord, w h o had seen 
the w o m a n wearing a quantity of jew­ 
els, naturally supposed they were in the 
jewel oase in his safe. 
When'the guests 
disappeared a n d the package was opened, 
it w a s found to be a trunk strap, care­ 
fully coiled u p and tied with string.— 
Ban Francisco Chronicle.
